The proposed route would cut 
across Sierra Madre boulevard, 
where transfers to the PE buses 
reportedly would be possible.

Tlie voter registration dead¬ 
line for the Nov. 4 general elec¬ 
tion is Thursday, Sept. 11. 
Here’s who should register or 
re-register in order to be elig¬ 
ible. 

1. Those who have changed 
their addresses since they last 
registered. 

2. I'hose who have changed 
their names since they last reg¬ 
istered. 

3. Tlioso whose registrations 


were cancelled because they did 
not vote at either the June pri. 
mary or November general elec- 
tion in 1950, and who have not 
re-registered since said cancel¬ 
lation. 

4. Those who have become 
of age, and have not rogi.ster- 
cd. 

5. New residents of Los An¬ 
geles County, who will have 
the required qualifications by 
the date of the election. Tho.se 
qualifications are: 

(a) One year’s residence in 
the State; 

(b) Ninety days’ residence in 
the County; 

(c) Twenty-one years of age; 

(d) A naturalized citizen 
must have been a citizen for at 
least ninety days prior to the 
date of the election.

Summer Adds 
To Threat of 
Poisoned Food 

Roy O. Gilbert. M.D., Los 
Angeles County Health Officer 

Now that the warmest months 
are here the danger of food 
poisoning from the growth of a 
germ known as staphyloccus is 
greater than it is during the 
cooler seasons of the year. 

The room temeperature dur¬ 
ing summer months provides 
excellent growing weather for 
most bacteria, and staphyloc¬ 
cus is no exception. Certain 
strains of this germ are capable 
of producing a poison in any 
food where they have an op¬ 
portunity to multiply. 

Ham, turkey, chicken, tongue, 
pork, cream filled desserts, and 
foods combined with mayon¬ 
naise are particularly subject 
to being poisoned unless they 
are stored under refrigeration 
adequate to prevent the mass 
multiplication of any staph 
which are present. 

Of course the first measure 
to be adopted in preventing 
food poisoning is to keep germs 
out of food in the first place. 
Unfortunately, as far as staphy¬ 
loccus is concerned this is 
easier said than done. These 
germs which are responsible 
h)r about eight out of ten food 
poisonings are widespread 
throughout the population. 
They are present in sore 
throats and nasal passages of 
those who have common colds. 
They are numerous in boils, in¬ 
fected cuts and burns, but they 
are also carried by individuals 
who are perfectly well. In fact 
they are present in or on from 
75 to 85 per cent of the people. 

However, frequent handwash¬ 
ing and observance of other 
sanitary practices in the prepa¬ 
ration and handling of food to¬ 
gether wtih the use of plenty 
of scalding rinse water for 
dishes and utensils can keep 
staph to a minimum.

of what few staph may survive. 

Although heat of 140 degrees 
will destroy the germ itself and 
therefore prevent its muitipll- 
cation, the poison, once it is 
ailowed to be produced by these 
germs cannot be destroyed even 
if boiled for as long as five 
hours. 

Food prepared for picnics 
should be kept under refrigera¬ 
tion as long as possible until 
ready to be transported and 
should never be left for a long 
period of time in a warm auto¬ 
mobile. Portable picnic refrig¬ 
erators will of course keep food 
safe for an extended period of 
time.

formal type of organization, 
hereby sets forth the following 
as its Statement of Purpose: 

I. This council shall be com¬ 
posed of a minimum of one rep¬ 
resentative each from the pub¬ 
lic and private agencies, civic, 
religious, fraternal and .service 
groups within the community 
of Sierra Madre, and any indi¬ 
vidual citizen interested in civic 
betterment. 

H. The PURPOSE of the coun¬ 
cil shall be to promote coopera¬ 
tion among all organizations 
and individuals interested in 
the welfare of this community, 
the welfare of its children and 
youth, and in making the com¬ 
munity a better place in which 
to live. 

To this end it shaii study and 
work for the development of 
wholesome family life and good 
citizenship; it shall study re¬ 
sources, conditions and needs 
affecting the welfare of chil¬ 
dren and youth and of the com¬ 
munity itself. 

Furthermore, it shall advance 
the education of all regarding 
physical, mental, social, and 
spiritual needs as well as avail¬ 
able resources. 

AND, it shall seek diligently 
to secure effective ACTION for 
the improving of community 
conditions and in meeting its 
needs. 

HI. The council shall elect an 
E.xecutive Board, consisting of 
president, vice-president, re¬ 
corning secretary, correspond¬ 
ing secretary, and treasurer, an¬ 
nually, from amongst its mem¬ 
bers or from the community at 
large. 

The council shall meet as 
often as its membership shall 
dictate. 

IV. To bear expense of post¬ 
age. letterheads, etc., member 
organizations may contribute 
$1.00 or more a year. 

V. A COMMUNITY COORDI¬ 
NATING COUNCIL is a'means 
through which a community 
discovers and meets its needs. 
It provides the common ground 
on which citizens’ concern, pro- 
fe.s.sional skill, and admini.stra- 
tive authority meet to achieve 
action. The efficiency and effec- 
t iveness of THIS council per¬ 
forms in direct ratio to the in- 
tere.st and participation of every 
organization witliin the com¬ 
munity.
